Judge Hopewell Has Issued a 
New Restraining Order. 


ACTION TAKEN AT MIDNIGHT. 


Petition Setting Forth Why the New 
Commissioners Should Not Be 
Allowed to Act. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 3—About midnight 
Judge Hopewell arrived in Omaha and is- 
sued a new restraining order against the 
A. P. A. Commissioners, restraining them 
from exercising their functions in any ca- 
pacity. 

Soon after his arrival attorneys for Mayor 
Bemis, C. H. Brown and D. Clem Deaver, 
members of the old Fire and Police Com- 


mission, appeared before him in chambers 
and presented a petition for an unction 
restraining Foster, Broatch and ander- 
voort from exercising the duties, powers 
and rights of members of the Board of Fire 
and Police Commissioners, citing them to 
appear in court at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
and show cause why the tempor in- 
unction should not be rmanent. Judge 
opewell acceded to the petition and 
signed the restraining order asked for. 
he plaintiffs allege that the appointment 
0 oster, Broatc and Vandervoort is 
illegal, null and void. having been made in 
direct violation of law, and contrary to the 
constitution of the State, in this that 
Churchill as Attorney-General and Russell 
as Commissioners of Public nds and 
Buildings assumed the power 1 pre a- 
tives of the executive of the te.

— — allege that Foster, Broatch and

It also enjoins mem- 
bers of the Counéil from approving the 
bonds of the three pretending commis- 
sioners. 

That the metnbers of the A. P. A. ma- 
jority in the City Council are bound to use 
their authority to the fullest extent to 
promote the present strife is again in vi 
dence. The services of the members of the 
Finance Committee have been called into 
requisition and the July salaries of nearly 
200 employes of the city have been withheld 
to used as a club to compel their al- 
legiance. The appropriation ordinance 
which was passed by the Council yesterday 
was only for the benefit ot preferred 
creditors.

Five 
foreign ladies are among the murdered. 


NEW YORK, Aug. An Associated 
Press cablegram telling of a massacre of 
Christians, including five women, at Ku 
Cheng excited the gravest fears at the 


headquarters of the Foreign Board of Meth- 
odist Missions in this city to-day. 

The Methodists have a mission at Ku 
2 It is in charge of iMss Madeline 
Hartford. Her assistant is Miss W. H. 
Rouse. In addition to these it is feared 
two other women, Miss Mabel Allen and 
Miss Sarah Peters, are also in the vicinity 
of Ku Cheng. 

Corresponding Secretary A. P. Leonard 
of the Methodist Board of Missions, who 
has spent considerable time in China, said 


to-day: N 
In view of the fact that we have re- 
celved no cablegram from China, we can 
only hope for the present that our people 
are safe and well. Had any of our 2 
been massacred I am sure Rev. . 
Lacy, our representative and treasurer at 
Foo Chow, from which place the advices 
were received, would have cabled to us 
without delay. We will not communicate 
with Mr. unless we receive informa- 
tion of the al massacre from him.“

On cross- 
examination the doctor admitted that he did 
not examine Duestrow's neck to see if there 
were any marks of attempted suicide about 
it. It was so dark that he could not have 
seen them had they been there. 

Jail Guard Barney Ruhr was then called. 
He described Duestrow’s peculiar actions in 
the jail when he first came, his nervous- 
ness and 81 lesaness. Then he told of the 
attempted suicide. How Duestrow made a 
rope from his pillow slip and tried to hang 
himself in his cell, It was about 12 o’clock 
at night when this happened. Ruhr discov- 
ered him and held him up while another 
guard cut him down. Duestrow was un- 
conscious and soon revived. When he got 
on his feet he pled with the guard and 
tried to take his pistol away. He was 
overpowered and all that night a guard 
watched him. A close eye had been kept 
on Duestrow hitherto for fear he would kill 
himself, he acted so peculiarly. 

The witness told of a second attempt at 
suicide on Duestrow’s rt, when he tried 
© hang himself with his suspenders, but 
they were taken from him. At another time 
Duestrow dressed himself up, and when 
asked the reason said he was ing out on 
bond. Other circumstances going to show 
Duestrow’s peculiarities were cited by the 
witness. His testimony was a brief of that 
given at the insanity trial. 

Mr. Zachritz’ cross-examination of the 
witness was long and tedious, but amount- 
ed to little so far as affecting the credibil- 
ity of the testimony was concerned.

From a practical standpoint the trip was 
a success, as it demonstrated the ability of 
the vehicle to go and carry six ple ata 
rate of fifteen miles an hour. The accident 
to the armature does not detract from the 
value or usefulnes of the invention. It fre- 
quently happens on motor cars. The fault 
with Mr. Lewis’ armature was due to un- 
skillful wrapping. The defect can be rem- 
edied within a few days. 

Perry Lewis, the inventor and designer 
of the electric carriage, is a youthful Edi- 
son. He is only 21 years old, but has been 
dabbling in electricity since his 14th year. 
In the stable loft back of his father’s resi- 
dence, 3014 Morgan street, he has an elec- 
trical labaratory, and in one of the rooms 
has a miniature street car system, with a 
circular track, power-house and dynamo 
and storage battery cars. Two years ago 
he rigged up a storage battery and motor 
under the bed of a skeleton buggy. He had 
a summer’s fun out of it, but the idea was 
too crude to suit him. He worked away un- 
til he devised the present vehicle, which 
appears to be a practical solution of the 
problem of propelling vehicles by elec- 
tricity. 

The contrivance is a high two-seated rig. 
Under the seats are thirty sto e batteries 
which are loaded through a chloride ac- 
cumulator by power obtained from the La- 
clede Power Co. The motor is an inven- 
tion of Mr. Lewis. He calls it a quad- 
rupler. It consists of a big armature sur- 
rounded by four secondary coils. With 
this is connected a rachet wheel that fits 
into a large. cogged wheel built solid with 
the axle. It takes ten hours to store the 
batteries and they are then capable of 
running the vehicle at a speed of twelve 
miles an hour for four hours. Mr. Lewis

THE LAST ACT OF DESPOTISM. 


The most significant news that has 
come from Cuba is the news that Gen.

Reports of substantial insurgent suc- 
cesses would not offer better reason for 
elation on the part of the friends of 
Cuban independence than this establish- 
ment of a press censorship. It is in effeet 
an admission of successes which give 
Spain reason to fear the final triumph 
of the revolutionary movement. In at- 
‘tempting’ to suppress all information cf 
thé progress of the struggle except such 
as may be vised by Spanish officials— 
and what that will be may be imagined— 
Spain practically acknowledges her in- 
ability to crush the insurgent forces and 
resorts to the expedient of trying to keep 
the outside world in ignorance of her 
desperate situation as long as possible. 
The censorship is the last act of des- 
potism in support of inhumanity and op- 
pression. It breaks down the last prop 
that supports the friendly neutrality of
